7:07pm - Call to Order 

Ken Tavares, Chairman of the Board, called the meeting to order at 7:07 p.m. then 
introduced and invited Boy Scout Troop 151 to lead the Pledge of Allegiance.

Before the meeting began Ken Tavares, Chairman of the Board, asked for a moment of 
silence for Dexter Olson, the man who spearheaded the re-building of Memorial Hall. 
Chairman Tavares said that he devoted hours and hours for the Town when he worked on the 
Memorial Hall Project. The Chairman extended sympathy on behalf of the entire Board, to 
Mr. Olson’s family and friends. 

Chairman Tavares then went on to tell the Board and the public that Boy Scout Troop 151 
was attending the meeting as part of earning their Citizenship Badge and he welcomed them. 


7:09pm - Public Comment 

Fern Wirth came to the podium to discuss her license agreement to put up a revetment on 
Town Property in order to protect her property for beach erosion. She passed around a couple 
of photographs showing the recent beach erosion caused by Hurricane Matthew barely 
skirting New England. Ms. Wirth went on to thank the Town, Selectmen, Melissa Arrighi 
and Tiffany Park for the hard work that they put into this. She finished by asking for an 
updated License Agreement. 

Chairman Tavares asked Melissa Arrighi, Town Manager, to follow up on this license and to 
set up any appropriate meeting in order to proceed with regards to the law. 
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7:05pm — KlDS VOTING — Presentation of Proclamation 

Ken Tavares, Chainnan, introduced Kathy Babini, the Social Studies Curriculum 
Coordinator for the Plymouth Public Schools, and asked her to come up to the podium. 

Ms. Babini came up and thanked the Board for having them in and for endorsing this great 
program. She then introduced DJ Proctor, a Plymouth Student, to come up and say a few 
words to the Board of Selectmen. 

DJ Proctor came up and read a speech that addressed the importance of voting and the Kids 
Voting program which teaches kids all about the right and responsibility of voting. 

Chairman Tavares then read, and presented DJ Proctor with a Proclamation stating that the 
Kids Voting Program has the full support of the Board of Selectmen, and it also named 
November 8 th as “Kids Voting Day”. 


7:10pm — PLYMOUTH Little League — Presentation of Championship Certificates 

Chairman Tavares then asked Selectman Mahoney up to the podium to introduce the 
Plymouth Little League Team. Mr. Mahoney told the Board that this year’s team won the 
title of the 2016 Massachusetts State Little League Champions. Mr. Mahoney asked their 
coaches to come up and unfurl their championship banner while he called each team member 
up to receive a Certificate of Merit signed by the Board.

On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by John Mahoney, the Board approved 
Pole Petition #2151744 for Eversource/Verizon for one new pole on Federal Furnace Road. 
The new pole is necessary to service a new customer at 747 Federal Furnace Road. Voted 4/0 

Administra tive Notes 

The Board agreed to appoint Lenny Vaz to the Cultural Council for a tenn beginning 
immediately and tenninating on June 30, 2019. 

On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by John Mahoney, the Board agreed to 
set up a Department of Environmental Affairs Gift Account to be used for such purchases 
as the gift was intended and to be spent under the authorization of the DEMA Director and 
with the approval of the Town Manager. Voted 4/0 

On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by John Mahoney, the Board approved 
a Payment-in-Lieu-of-Taxes (POILOT) Agreement between the Town of Plymouth and 
Pilgrim Nuclear Power Plant (Entergy) for a two year agreement for FY18 ($9,000) and 
FY19 ($8,500) including replacement of Development Restriction Language with Right of 
First Refusal. Voted 4/0 

Shelagh Joyce asked what the tax rate was and Ms. Arrighi replied by saying that this 
is in lieu of taxes so it’s a pre-set amount and there is not tax rate. 

John Mahoney asked what was amended in the PILOT to which Ms. Arrighi said the 
biggest change was that they added the Right of First Refusal so that it mimics the 
Chapter 61 laws. 

On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by Shelagh Joyce, the Board adopted 
the “Retirement Benefit, Eligibility Standards and Contribution Percentages for Health and 
Dental Insurance” . This updated document is recommended by the Town Manager in order to 
reflect changes from the PEC Agreement and add language clarifications advised by the 
Insurance Advisory Committee in regards to retirees having to have worked for the Town of 
Plymouth. Voted 4/0 

On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by John Mahoney, the Board 
appointed Pamela L. Borgatti, Treasurer, as the custodian of tax possession property located 
at 226 Roxy Cahoon Road identified on Map 57, Lot 60-32 containing 0.180 acres. Voted 4/0 
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On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by Shelagh Joyce, the Board appointed 
Pamela L. Borgatti, Town Treasurer, as the custodian of tax possession property located at 
9 Skylark Avenue identified on Map 121, Lot 5-421 containing 0.340 acres. Voted 4/0 

On a motion by John Mahoney and seconded by Shelagh Joyce, the Board approved the 
Open Meeting Minutes from the September 27, 2016 Selectmen’s Meeting. Voted 4/0 

On a motion by John Mahoney and seconded by Shelagh Joyce, the Board approved the 
Open Meeting Minutes from the October 4, 2016 Selectmen’s Meeting. Voted 4/0 

On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by John Mahoney, the Board approved 
and adopted a Policy for Special Voting Circumstances. This Policy shall read that during 
the times of Early Voting and Absentee Voting no political signs or attempts at political 
persuasion shall be pennitted within ten feet of the front door at Town Hall, in the entryway, 
in the front hall of the first floor, in the voting room, within ten feet of the voting booths, or 
in the Town Clerk’s Office. For any polling locations other than the Town Hall, during times 
of Early Voting and Absentee Voting no political signs or attempts at political persuasion are 
permitted within ten feet of the entrance door or inside such facilities. Voted 4/0 

The Board agreed to appoint Russel Shirley to the Affordable Housing Trust for a tenn 
beginning immediately and terminating on June 30, 2018.

7:35pm - Old Business / Letters / New Business 

Chairman Tavares asked Melissa Anighi, Town Manager, to get together with her senior 
staff to discuss road improvement and to make that a priority. 

Chairman Tavares also said that he was going to reach out to the Housing Authority and the 
Affordable Housing Trust and discuss how to get more senior housing in Plymouth. 

Selectman Mahoney said that he wanted to continue looking into roads after the Town 
Meeting Article failed. He expressed that excise tax should not be going into the general fund 
but rather used for its intentions, to repair and keep up roads. He added that the Traffic Task 
Force had come up with some great ideas and hoped that we could come up with some other 
sources of funding roads. 

Frank Mand from the Old Colony Memorial came up and asked for a moment of the 
Selectmen’s time. He handed out some large wooden ornaments to display. He said he 
wanted to remind people that they will be doing the Communi-Tree again this year. This 
program allows local non-profits to create holiday ornaments that will be displayed on the 
Holiday Tree in Town Square, adding that it’s a great way to send their message to the 
community. Mr. Mand finished by saying all ornament submissions had to be in by 
November 14, 2016 in order to meet the deadline.
